There is a battalion of 12 Infantry Regiment stationed at Ivaylovgrad;

At Kurdzhali there is a mixed mechenized and communications battalion 
and three artillery batteries of field, heavy, and mountain artillery. 


All but two batteries of 2 Heavy Artillery Regiment have left Plovdiv. 


From 1. Merch to l April 1951 unidentified military units were moving by 
vehicle from Plovdiv and Haskovo towards Kurdzheli and Makas (sic). 
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An armored division was moved from Sofia to the village of Vakarel, which 
is located on the Sofia-Plovdiv railroad. 


An anti-aircraft artillery regiment was moved from Dupnitsa to Sofia. 


Near the end of March 1951 an anti-aircraft artillery unit moved from 
Shumen to Stalin. 


Katyushas (rocket-launchers) arrived at Haskovo and Kurdzhali. 

There were ten training planes at the Kazanluk airfield. Soviet pilots 
were reportedly training Bulgarian pilots in jet planes at the Graf Ignatiev 
airfield. 


Between the villages of Slavovtsil and Mirovyane a large airfield is being 
constructed. 


le BE coment. Slavovtsi is about three kilometers east of 
Mirovyane and one kilometer southwest of Kumaritsa. [RF also 25X1A 
refers to construction of this new airfield. 
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
